Action Requested : None; this is in response to 
your note of May 5, 1977. It does reguest a meeting in 
whrch the future of the. NID can. be: discussed.. 

2. Background : We are ourselves quite anxious to 
review our commitment to producing the National Intelligence 
Daily. Most of our concerns relate to the particular format 
of the NID and its suitability for the particular readers 
it reaches. We believe for a number of reasons, however, 
that the continued publication of some sort of daily current 
intelligence wrap-up for a broader audience than that of 
the PDB is in order. 


3. The NID , as you hâve noted, receives a limited 
distribution at the Cabinet level, going only to the Vice- 
President, the Secretaries of State, Defense, Treasury and 
Commerce and to Dr. Brzezinski and Dr. Schlesinger. Until 
your recent request to provide the NID on a trial basis to 
Secretary Andrus, we had not considered distributing it to 
cabinet, raembers not involved in foreign affairs. 

4. The NID does go, however, to some 90 senior govern- 
ment officiais involved in foreign policy just below the 
Cabinet level. Included are officiais in State down to the 
level of Assistant Secretary, senior officiais in Defense 
and the military services, ail members of the NSC Staff, the 
heads of other intelligence agencies and others such as 

the Chairman of the Fédéral Reserve Board and the Director 
of ACDA. We believe from various evidence-~word~of -mouth 
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and at least one survey in recent years--that it is a widelv 
apprécia ted service, read exhaustively by sortie, perhaps 
penodically or only skimmed by others~-but useful to rnost 
as a relxable daily checklist of important foreign develop- 


5. .In addition, the NID, although prepared in CIA, is 
by decision of NFIB the intelligence community * s only 
coordmated daily publication. Each article in the NID, 
unies s otherwise indicated, represents the views of the CIA 
author and his counterparts in DIA, INR and NSA and where 
appropriate Treasury and ERDA. Coordination not only leads 
to a single published Community view, but the coordination 
process itseif encourages regular consultation among analyste 
in the different agencies. • 


; 6. The NID and its predecessors hâve been an important 

product of CIA for many years, since the 1950s when a 
Central Intelligence Bulletin was established to replace 
e proliferating daily departmental publications. The NID, 
with. rts.- pool. of CIA analysts, is also in a position to ’ 
provide m one place the coverage of political, économie, 
military, géographie, and scientific developments that is not 
possible m the limited departmental publications of other 
agencies. The NID today is the community' s only all-source 
daily intelligence digest with world-wide and all-subject 
coverage. The other intelligence agencies provide information 
m different packages but do not offer a comprehensive dai3y 
publication. ' y 


7. _We would like an opportunity to discuss the daily 
publication question with you. In addition to the questions 
you hâve raised, we hâve a commitment to review the newspaper 
format and are m the process of developing alternative 
designs for a daily publication. We would like to get your 
views before we proceed much fu rther in j-hpg^ pffnvfc
